WOULD PASS MEASURE 


Saloon League Head Tells 
of Funds Received by His

That ?75,000 was contributed to 


the Wisconsin Anti-Saloon league 
and "as a result a legislature was 
elected which has passed through 
both houses the Matheson bill" was 
the statement in the annual report 
of K. P, Hntton, state superinten- 
dent, at the annual convention of 
the league held in Milwaukee yes- 
terday. The report of Mr. Button, 
hi part follows: 


"For the first time we are unable 


to report the result of our greatest 
effort, viz., the securing of an ef- 
ficient enforcement 
code. 
Thirty 


thousard drys have contributed $75,- 
000—widow's 
mites, 
children's 


dimes, workingmen's dollars, mostly. 
As a result, a legislature was elect- 
ed which has passed through both 
houses the Matheson bill, which J. 
E. Messerschmidt, assistant attorney 
general, to .whom invariably are as- 
signed matters regarding liquor law, 
declares is one of the most efficient 
bills he ever perused. That bill is 
now in the hands of the 
governor. 


Upon the governor alone at this mo. 
merit rests the responsibility for 
starting or staying effective dry law 
enforcement for Wisconsin. 


"In view of these facts, we ask 


that we be permitted later to file a 
supplementary report, both as to 
this bill and as to the governor's at- 
titude toward enforcement, he hay- 
ing' refused during :ih_e;caHjpaigtt:to 
state his position either to-" 
Saloon League or the women's or- 
ganizations. His action in regard to 
this bill, the character of his ap- 
pointees, and the character of their 
activities after appointment, will un- 
doubtedly furnish ample data upon 
which to base an opinion. 


"Wet activities have been charac- 


terized by unexampled bitterness. 
Finding that attacks upon the Anti- 
Saloon League as an organization 
ivbounticd. they shaped their fight 
into personalities, resorting on ev- 
ery possible occasion to insinuations 
ag'ainst the character or the meth- 
ods of leagueleadera and field work- 
ers—a lino of action which they are 
still continuing, with the avowed in- 
tention of forcing the leaders to re- 
treat in order to escape the shower 
of 
fiith. 


"In 17 years of continuousi cam- 


paigning, we have never seen'" any- 
thing approaching the constancy cf 
the dry support in this legislature. 
Men who never vote 
together on 


anything else have been in daily 
conference in support of this bill. 
We have never seen a bill 
more 


skillfully bandied than was this bill 
under tho leadership of Assembly- 
man A. E. Matheson and C. E. Han- 
son, 
Senators William Olson 
and 


George B. Skogmo. 


"Wisconsin's 
beer 
infamy 
was 


largely wiped out of the national 
mind when, at the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention, 
the Wisconsin 


Delegation led all others in opposi- 
tion to the beer plank. The Repub- 
lican State Convention matched them 
by pledging an enforcement code up 
to the Volstead standard. Only four

Killed In Senate 


The senate sprung 
a 
surprise 


Wednesday by killing the Ridgway 
resolution for an interim committee 
of the legislature to investigate the 
question of improvements on 
tho 


system of education in the state. 
This would seem to indicate that 
either the senate prefers to do noth- 
ing at all or that they will either 
abolish the state board of education 
or give them more power as provid- 
ed in the Olson and Skogmo bills. 


The Hirst bill, providing a priv- 


ilege tax of 2 per cen ton the valu- 
ation of automobiles for highway 
construction and maintenance, was 
re-referred to the finance commit- 
tee. 


Assembly Engrosses 


The Peterson Ball 


Without debate the assembly en- 


grossed the amended Peterson bill 
which provides that public,utilities 
having an earning in excess of 8 
per cent shall put .the excess in a 
sinking fund to be used for the re- 
tirement of outstanding bonds. 


The house killed the Benfey bill, 


which would bar persons becoming- 
members of the legislature, if con- 
tributions were made to their sup-' 
port from party organizations. This 
bill was aimed at the socialists.

PLEASING TO 
CITY HEADS 


New Ordinance Working to 


Perfection On First 


Day, 
Officials 


Declare 


Madison's new traffic ordinance is 


working to a degree of 
perfection 


unhoped for, in the opinion of city 
officials and members of the police 
department, who were 
in 
active 


touch with the movement of vehicles 
about the 'square on Wednesday. 
There will be some changes made, 
doubtless, due to unforseen conting- 
encies arising with the actual change 
in traffic movement. Such, for in- 
stance, is the heighth of the signs 
d.recting vehicles. 
These signs, it 


is believed must be lowered. The 
ordinance, it was agreed when pass- 
ed, was to be a trial test, and so 
far,, officials are well pleased with 
the change. 


Three big advantages, 
it 
was 


po:nted out at the city hall Wednes- 
day, 
have been gained by the new 


ordinance. 
The first is that 
the 


chsjices of accidents has been great- 
ly reduced; second ,traffic is more 
evenly distributed on the square and 
on the streets immediately adjacent 
to the square; and third, it has sim- 
plified regulations so that strangers 
in the city can. follow tne laws to 
perfection. 


On tfhe other hand several sug- 


gestions as follow-up steps 
were 


made by city officials. The working 
out of the ordinance- has shown one 
or two defects'which will be correct- 
ed. -City Atty. JRyan rjouited out 
that .the city-TKU-jiaYe -to. begin pa'~- 
ing"the"streeis~ one-block away from 
the square as the next step, owin£ 
to .the-fast -that traffic 'wilTseekr these 
streets when it can be done wiih 
greater facility—and 
these cases 


will be great in number, it is said.- 
The signs, some of which are placed 
20 feel from the ground, will have 
to be lowered to about the-heighth 
of a man's head to assure them be- 
ing noticed by drivers'. More signs 
will have to be provided. 


Two other questions in the minds 


of city officials will take more time 
to solve. The first 'is the question 
of 
permitting . government ' mail 


trucks to break up the stream of 
traffic by-running in an opposite di- 
rection. 
City Atty. Eyan on Wed- 


nesday took up this matter with 
Postmaster Devme. 


The second question, is what effect 


will the restriction on traffic have 
on business conditions? The mer- 
chant on North Pinckney st; may 
complain that his customer, living 
on E. Mjfflin st. 'is trading with a 
competitor on State st., or on the 
other side of the square because to 
continue his trading.as in the past 
ho would have to drive around the 
square or around the bock on Web- 
ster st. and E. Washington ave. It 
is argued, however, that the effect 
on business conditions will be equal- 
ized on all sides of the square. Here 
are the opinion of some of the offi- 
cias who have helped to make the 
new ordinance a success: 


Thomas Shaughnessy, chief of po- 


lice—It is only a test. Only time 
will tell whether it will be for the 
benefit of all.. The only question in 
my mind is its effect on business. 


I. Mjlo Kittleson, mayor:—It seems 


to be working out pretty well. There 
are a few who will have to be edu- 
cated to the requirementsc of the 
new law. 


Romane York, traffic officer—It is 


a little early to tell-tow it will work 
out. A majority of-the drivers obey 
it already. I have to direct a few.' 


William Ryan, city attorney—I be- 


lieve we will have to'lower the signs 
about the square. The city will now 
have to asphalt the streets one block 
out from the square. 


Patrick Powers,. - traffic 
officer— 


Everybody seems to'be obeying it. 
Discourse there are some who will 
have to be taught. If 
the 
mail 


trucks are going' to break lip the 
line of traffic, though it is going to 
make it bad. I -stopped one this 
morning and made him follow the 
rest.

officers on the square Wednesday 
morning to enforce the ordinance.

COOLIDGE DECLARES 


REDS ARE STALKING 


CO-EDS AT U. OF W. 


Vice-President Asserts Wisconsin University Has Large 


Socialist Group; Says Radicalism Under- 


mines Americanism 


Are the "reds" stalking co-«ds at 


the Unive:|jity of Wisconsin? 
Is radical propaganda iradermin 


ing the 100 per cent Americanism 
of our college women in America? 


These questions, put by Vice Pres- 


ident Calvin Coolidge. are answered 
in a vigorous affirmative-by Mr.'- Coo, 
lidge in a lengthy article in the June 
issue of Tho Delineator, a woman's 
magazine, and entitled "Enemies of 
the Republic." 


"There is no doubt that the heart 


of our women's colleges is sound," 
Mr. Coolidge asserts. "But they, are 
now ministering to a new element 
which sometimes exhiWta 
morbid 


tendencies. 
Besides, there is evi- 


dence which is circumstantial but of 
considerable strength that they are 
the object of adroit attacks by rad- 
ical propagandists to an extent cre- 
ative in some colleges of an ele- 
ment of radicalism decidedly hostile 
to our American form of govern- 
ment, to the' established 
personal 


right to hold property and to the 
long recognized sanctions of civil- 
ized society." 


Mr. Coolidge asserts 
that the 


principal method 
of 
propagating 


radicalism in the universities seems 
to bo the formation of dubs for. the 
study and discussion of radical lit- 
erature and the hearing of radical 
lectures. These clubs, he says, are 
usually chapters of the Interepllegv 
ate Socialist society.''- Alter indict^ 
ing the patriotism of this ..organiza- 
tion, M r . Coolidge asserts: ' 
; 
' 


' "The IThiveruit 
lias a chapter, of over 
dred memhera.' This is/said, to . 
be the largest. To enlarge chap- 
ter membership, 
reduced fees , 


are allowed." 
Mr. Cooli<}ge declares that the so- 


ciety's organ, The Socialist -Eeview, 
reveals a pro-tolshevist leaning, and 
that the radical nature of the. club 
is shown by published -accounts of 
meetings held under ,_its auspices. 
At one meeting in New" York, he as- 
serts, Victor L. Berger attacked the 
constitution, the supreme court and 
the senate. Mr. Coolidge then de- 
clares: 


- "Can this be interpreted as 
anything else than .an attempt 
to make socialists of college stu- 
dents and college graduates? 
Can it be denied that it is meet- 
ing with some success?" 
Mr. Coolidge, then analyzes the 


conditions in various girls' colleges. 
He scores various student publica- 
tions declaring that: 


"An examination of recent stu- 


dent publications shows a friendly 
familiarity. with tlat antagonistic 
attitude toward our institutions, not

direction of a landscape artist. The 
City was liberal in extending water

wonderful gifts of Mis. William F. 
Vilas. This new -acquisition to the 
Park was adopted by the Zoo build- 
ers because the topography was es- 
pecially adapted for displaying an- 
imals in captivity. All ruminating 
animals are at home where the sur- 
roundings permit them an outlook; 
this, together with fresh running 
water always before them, accounts 
in part for the beauty and health of 
our Deer families (tiow seven in 
number). 
The filling of the low 
area between the high ground and 
the lagoons was greatly beneficial 
to the Park and primarily to 
the 


Zoological gardens. 
The 
grounds 


were supplemented in 1919 by an- 
other gift from Mrs. William F. 
Vilas, the city, and the writer, which 
made possible the reclaiming and 
leveling, building of cement road 
from bridge to bridge on the big is- 
land, the Japanese bridges 
from 


main land to little island, and little 
island to big island; together with 
cement walks and the little Japan- 
ese pergodas and boat landing. This 
has made an approach to the Zoo 
from Lake Wingra and has been the 
means of great pleasure to the peo- 
ple by having access to the lagoons 
and the lake for picnic parties. 


By the gift of the city it was pos- 


sible to place a system of substantial 
paddocks" and sards for the buffalo, 
lima, sacred white deer, zebu, os- 
trich, pheasants, etc. and improving 
greatly the physical aspect of the 
grounds. 
Many local people were 


interested in making gifts of native 
wild animals, consisting 
of wood- 


chucks, squirrels, rabbits, badgers 
brush wolf, Wisconsin deer, a pair 
of black cub bears, red foxes, hawks 
a golden eagle, raccoons, timber 
wolf and Texas Peccaries. Domes 
tic pets—white rats, white 
mice 


white rabbits, small alligator, gui- 
nea pigs, all of which have died and 
been replaced several times as far 
as possible to secure. The above in- 
cluding twelve small rhesus monkeys 
purchased -by Mr. Quann with money 
secured by the sale of some deer, 
constituted the total collection to the 
end of the year 1913. The city had 
provided food and care taker for the 
denizens of the Zoo in the early days 
as they have all through its exist- 
ence.

Common labor pay, 
over which the railroads made their 
hawiest fight, is to be reduced 6 tc 
8% cents an hour, cutting freight 
truckers' average monthly wages to 
$97.10 and track laborers to $77.11. 
This new schedule still gives section 
men an average daily wage of $3.02 
for an eight hour day, although con- 
siderable testimony offered by the 
roads, particularly in 
the 
south, 


showed common labor wages as low 
as $1.50 for a ten hour day.

The polit- 
ical situation seems to bo very good 
here; with few exceptions the best 
men for the job are elected to such 
positions as the 
editor and man- 
ager of the Badger, the Cardinal, 
the Exposition chairman, Union 
board and Student senate, and other 
heads of publications and executive 
boards." 


Dean Goodnight was also mote 


optimistic than Dean Clark on the 
question of students making money 
dishonestly through their connection 
with campus activities. Dean Clark 
deplored the great amount of dis- 
honesty among college men. "I am 
glad to be convinced daily that 
there are still honest men in col- 
lege," he said, "men who have 
courage to tell the truth even when 
the truth means public disgrace to 
them; men who are willing to con- 
fess their faults even when it means 
dismissal."

D BECK, the man whom organized labor-especially rail- 
J. road labor—and the organized farmers elected to Congress 
last vear in place of Kep. Esch, of Transportation Act notoriety, 
finds time between sessions of the House to write occasional 
letters to standpatters. Official life in Washington has not put 
a soft pedal upon his protest at Big Business on the one hand 
and militarist oligarchy on the other. 


Some days ago Beck received one of those form-telegrams, 


which in past years the Chicago meat packers have paid for in 
bulk, to be sent to Congress to protect their game. It read: 


"Wish to protest against enactment of additional legisla- 


tion restricting packing industry as provided by House Bills 14 
and 232. As stock shipper I feel that we have enough regula- 
tion already and ask that you work and vote against measures. 


To this shipper Beck answered, in substance: 
"These bills merely seek to protect small business and the 


farmers and consumers against the packers' monopoly in the 
buying and handling of livestock and the selling of meats. In- 
vestigations by Congress and by the Federal Trade Commission 
have shown that the five big packers are in the process of 
makisg mere hired men of the farmers and small business 
firms of this country; that the Big Five had net profits of $18,- 
000 000 in 1912 and over five times that amount in 1917; that 
the'chain store and the other organs of private monopoly are 
completing the work of destruction of fair competitive business 
S 
the packing combine has begun. Meat animals dropped 


65 percent in their selling price on the farm last year, but the 
price of meats has scarcely dropped at all. A farmer sent a 
carload of lambs to the Chicago market recently and received 
for them just 32 cents each after paying the freight and com- 
mission. The other day I paid 30 cents for one lamb chop man 
ordinary restaurant here. Who got the rest of the lamb? Who 
got the money? Wheat farmers have had a similar experience 
with the grain combine. Shall we stand idly by and see tW 
farming industry destroyed by these middlemen, or shall we 
pass legislation which will guarantee at least some degree of 
protection to farmer and consumer? 


Beck received the "Draft Slacker" circular issued by Adju- 


tant General Harris of the Army, and told Harris that the De- 
partment should never have issued the lists of alleged evaders 
of the draft when it was well recognized by the War Department 
itself that great numbers of men would be wronged by the pub- 
lication of those lists. 


He told of a young man of his acquaintance who tried to en- 


list, was barred because of a physical defect, sought to remove 
it by a dangerous operation which failed of success, and finally 
was drafted and was sent to prison for refusing to undergo an- 
other operation unless assured of its success. 


"If the War Department is to punish these men when they 


are taken," he wrote, "then ask yourself if you ttiink the people 
of this country are in sympathy with any such brutal punish- 
ment as has been inflicted on this man for no greater crime than 
he committed. 


"It seems to me that one of the greatest services you can 


render this country is to bring the War Department back to 
where it can be called an arm of the Government used in the 
service of the people, rather than in an effort to master them. 


"A Department of War which has no one to whom it must 


answer for its actions is a dangerous institution, and this coon- 
try will not long stand snch a thing-y«u can depend on that. 


"Such a machine was the ruination of Germany, it was the 


ruination of the Roman Empire, it was the ruination of Russia, 
it will be the ruination of any country. I think the present 


"' Department of War might get considerable light on the proper 


way of running such a Department by studying the methods and 
practices of the Department under Abraham Lincoln.
